CULL YOUR FLOCK

(From Farm Bureau News)

This is the season of the year for
farmers to cull out the hens that are
unprofitable,
already started to molt, 1t has been |
found from trap nest records that
the hens which molt between May
156th and September 156th tuke longer
to shed their feathers and grow new

ones than the hens that are late
molters. Late molting hens, be-
tween November 156th and January

1st, usually .drop most of their feath-
ers at about the same time and new

.Jones take their place almost imme-

diately; often within six woeeks, al-
lowing the hen to resume her epg
production with a minimum of logt
time, The early molting hen sheds
her feathers very slowly and spends

new clothes in the sun instead of

working for exercige and for food

production.

is handed down to the pullets that
are Lo be kept for egg production.

Hody eapoeity has o preat deal to
do with ey production, gsince room is
necescury 1o hold food in safficient
guantitics Lo produce epgs. The
hody capacity is shown by the length
and hrendth of the back, distance he-
tween the enl of the breast bone and
the luy bones, or pelvie arch, and the
depth of the body in front, In the
small breeds, the distance between
the hreast bone and the lay bones
should be nt least three fingers and
